Newspaper editors, according to

tho document, were forbidden under
dire penalties to discuss any subjects
relating to the war without the ap-
proval of hundreds of government
censors operating through 21 news
paper bureaus and various branches
of the government. The l.usltanlii
sinking and the submarine contro-
versy with tho I'nlted Wales was so
sKiiiiuny maneuvered tn the picas
mat ror many months the people
wera led to believe that tho negotia-
tions were taking "a course very fa-
vorable to us."

(July such spews was published as
the militarists thought would favor-
ably affect public opinion and o
carry out this purpose, the pamphlet
points out, all kinds of falsities were
employed. tecretarv Ionising, for
Instance, was reported being ill
and on the verge of leaving office.
A hopeleaa breach was also said lo
have arisen between the American
secretary of state and I'resldent Wil-
son. These items appearing In nil of
Vie Herman papers and bearing the
apparent sanction of Hie authorities
were readily believed by the popu-
lace.

points out the astonishing fa.
not once in all or the Herman war
reports can bo found any admission
that the first battle of the Marne
waa a Herman defoat. Tho only
thing that the Herman high com
mand waa able to report about that
terrible reverse wns disguised In the
words: "In the western theater of
tha war the operations, details of
which cannot yet be published, have
led to a new battle which Is devel
oping favorably. Iteports spread by
the enemy, unfavorable to us, are
false."

DaJly Kunmbdim.
The former bend of the great mu

nition plant ut Ka-se- who possessed
complete Information as to the op
erations of the military authorities
here, declared that "there wns hard-
ly a day during all the long war
when.. tho editorial offices of the
Herman dally were not 'hon
ored' by tho receipt of confidential
communications, orders and prohi
bitions from the censorship authorl
ties, calculated rij limit free expres
sion of opinion on the most vital
questions and ultimately to throttle
It"

The Hermans, for Instance, were
never to be charged with conducting
a ruthleas I -- boat war but rather
an "unlimited" or "boundless" waf
Descriptions of devastation in
France and ftelglum were foTUldden
and all references to barbarism and
wanton destruction were taboo, with
tha significant expression: "The
army knows when lo use force and
when to bo mild." Details of the
closing down of factories, coal and
food shortages, poor crop and the
employment of prisoners of war In
mines and munition planta were
suppreased as were also reports of
street disorders, unrest and strikes.

Referring to the time when hun- -

4 re da were dying dally In Turkey
from starvation and tha collapse of,
the Ottoman army seemed Imminent
and when Hermanv waa arndlng
vast quantities of food and muni
tions and heavy reinforcements of
troops to tho near east. Doctor
Muehlon recalls the fact that In
those dark days "the Herman people

fed upon roseate nccounta of
renditions in Turkey, that the sul-
tan's army was 'strong and suffi-
cient.' and the Turks were a 'valu
able ally.' With the enormous ma.
sea of troops that we had to send
to Turkey," continues the pamphlet.
